That number was 
reduced to $82,230 in 1995, and then 
jumped to $104/170 last year. 

Laub has said she does not look at 
names when assessing property, and 
bars she treats all property owners 
fairly. 

The $5,850 reduction in the Mel- 
tons’ roperty valuation in 1995 
result in a pi ly tax savings of 
about $150. But while Melton’s prop- 
erty was decreasing in value, the 
assessment of comparable homes in 
the neighborhood increased. 


One reason for the significant 
reduction in value in 1995 was flood 
damage, according to Laub, and tax 
recor confirm that. The records 
also list a 19 recent reduction in 
the cost and idenigns factor for the 
home and a 15 percent reduction in 
the nei factor.

SIUE works on phone charges 


If forced to pay debt, school says it would forgo upgrades 


SIUE officials are holding 
discussions with AT&T about 
the charges students rang up 
during the university’s $1.1 
million telephone scam, but 
there is no settlement in sight. 

At the same time, school 
officials concede that if the 
university has to pay the 
outstanding debt, it will mean 
postponing an upgrade of 
SIUE'’s telephone system. 

“‘We would not ask the state 
for appropriations to pay the 
bill. We will wind up forgoing 
our plans to improve the 
telephone system. We have a 
whole laundry list of 
improvements we want to 
make,” said Kenneth Neher, 
vice chancellor for 
administration for Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

The university pays its 
phone bills to the state-run 
Central Management Services 
in Springfield from its 
telephone service account, 
which also pays for equipment 
improvements on the campus. 

From fall 1993 through 
September 1995, more than 
1,000 students tricked the 
university’s switchin; 
equipment and dial 
undetected into the telephone 
trunk line from the Residence 
Hall and Tower Lake 
Apartments. 

e most expensive calls 
went to Asian countries; 
collecting from those students 
has been the most difficult 

Students admitted to making 
$416,522 in calls, but it is the 
remaining $683,000 that is up 
for collection by AT&T. 

SIUE officials recently met 
with AT&T officials and CMS 
representatives serving as an 
intermediary for the telephone

Belck said last month that she 
expected to work out an 
agreement by early March 
with CMS and AT&T for those 
two entities to pick up part of 
the money still owed by 
students on the calls. 

Belck had said she believed 
CMS and AT&T were partly to 
blame for the bills mounting 
up while no one notified the 
university of the situation. 

Neher and SIU President 
Ted Sanders said negotiations 
with AT&T and other telephone 
service vendors continue, but 
he would not specify further 
details. 

“We are working with the 
vendors. We really haven't 
given up on anybody,”’ Neher 
said 

CMS spokeswoman Judy 
Pardonnet said the university 
has been paying its telephone 
bills all along, but she didn’t 
know how much SIUE has paid 
of the $1.1 million debt. 

Pardonnet said talks are 
ongoing but insisted they are 
not ‘‘negotiations”’ over the 
state agency paying for the 
calls. CMS is working strictly 
as an intermediary and is not 
assuming any responsibility for 
the bills, she said. 

““We’ve never had an 
intention of paying the bills. 
We run the state’s telephone 
system for state agencies and 
universities. They (STUE) 
elected to open their own 
switch. It was a unique 
situation. It was a very 
unfortunate situation that could 
not have happened to anyone 
else. (The switch) was pretty 
key to why this happened,”’ 
Pardonnet said. 

Officials are disappointed 
that the university cannot 
develop enough evidence to 
prosecute the scofflaws 
through legal channels unless 


they default on payment 
agreements worked out with 
SIUE. 

“It has just taken a long, 
long time. The investigation 
has been extremely 
painstaking, but we have not 
been able to develop evidence 
needed to prosecute. The 
problem with prosecution is 


not a lack of will but a lack of 
evidence,”’ Neher said. 

The university is exercising 
administrative sanctions 
against the students, including 
withholding degrees and 
transcripts, and preventing the 
offenders from enrolling, 
Sanders said.

Man sentenced in beating 


A 45-year-old man who beat his girlfriend on at least three 
occasions was sentenced to three years in prison Thursday while 
the victim of the abuse wept loudly and defended his honor. 

George Ahrens, of the 400 block of Grandview Drive, also wept 
during his sentencing but told Madison County Circuit Judge 


Ep arles Romani Jr. that he was prepared to serve his punish- 
ment. 
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Madison County Assistant State’s Attorney Jack Daugherty, 
who prosecuted the case, said he was satisfied with the sen- 
tence, which was agreed to when Ahrens pleaded guilty in June 
1996 to a felony charge of aggravated battery, two counts of 
domestic battery, endangering the life of a child and possession 
be a Arearm: without the required Firearm Owner’s Identifica- 
‘ion Card. 

Ahrens told the judge he wanted to pay for his crimes, while 
the victim, Marilyn Vignola, sat in the courtroom and cried. As 
Ahrens was being escorted from the courtroom, Vignola yelled 
out to him. 

“I love you, man,” she said. ‘““You’re a good man, George.”’ 

Ahrens was represented by attorney Steve Griffin. 

Ahrens was charged in April 1996 with aggravated battery 
after he choked and beat Vignola with a wooden table leg. 

He also was charged twice in February 1996 with domestic 
battery after he reportedly punched Vignola in the face. He had 
Been sous on bond and living with Vignola while the cases were 
pending. 

Ahrens and Vignola received widespread attention in January 
1996 after Vignola was shot in the shoulder by her 9-year-old son 
phile the family was hiding from drug dealers in a Granite City 
motel. 

In that case, Ahrens was charged with endangering the life of 
a’child and possession of a weapon when he as itted to police 
he handed Vignola’s son a .380-caliber semiautomatic handgun. 
At the time, he told police he thought the was unloaded. 

Vignola and her husband, Ralph Vignola, also were charged 
with misdemeanors in the shooting. She was charged with 
endangering the life of a child; he was charged with obstructing, 
justice. 

Authorities said the Vignolas and Ahrens were on a cocaine 
binge last year and had been buying the narcotics from drug 
dealers in Alton.

Ex-slave could be role 
model, biographer says 


A slave who became a civil rights leader in 
the 19th century can be a role model for 
children, says his most recent biographer. 

Melva L. Ware recently compl a 
biography written for children on the life of 
Frederick Douglass. It focuses on his early life 
and his success in becoming a literate person 
against the wishes of his slave masters. 

“It is a very inspiring story that can serve 
as a model for African-American children 
today,’’ Ware said. ‘‘Young Frederick Douglass 
decided that knowledge was the power that he 
needed to free himself. Douglass overheard the 
slave owner say that a person who learned to 
read was forever unfit to be a slave. 

“Douglass then actually tricked his white 
acquaintances, who could go to school, into 
teaching him their lessons. Wouldn’t it be 
wonde: if that light would go on for children 
today?””

College in Atlanta, Ware knew she wanted to 
do something with her life that involved 


ith her sights set on teaching, Ware 
received her bachelor of arts in in 
1972, and it didn’t take her long to accomplish 
her goals.

“We intend to pursue it, and 
we will be back. We would not 
want to put this child throu, 
this again if we were not confi- 
dent about the case.’” 

When questioned by Madison 
County Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Kyle Napp, the child, now 
6, testified that Foreshee 
rubbed his genitalia on her and 
forced oral sexual contact on 
her when the two were alone 
in his home. 

She said Foreshee was her 
baby sitter while her mother 


and his wife were at work. 

Foreshee’s wife, Diana Fore- 
shee, testified she could only 
recall one instance “when her 
husband was alone with the 
child.

ALTON — Two hundred new 
jobs and 88 more beds soon 
may be added to the Forensics 
Services Complex at Alton 
Mental Health Center, 4500 
College Ave. 

Gov. Jim Edgar’s proposed 
State budget for fiscal year 
1997, as announced Wednesday, 
includes $11.9 million for two 
new wings at the complex, 
which was built last year at a 
cost of $15 million. 

Simce 1986, the complex has 
housed criminals judged not 
guilty by reason of insanity or 
unfit to stand trial. The 81 
criminally insane patients at 
the center have yet to be 
moved into the new complex, 
which has a capacity of 110. 

The proj new wings of 
the complex would bring the 
total number of beds to 198, 
but not until the year 2000. 
Jobs would increase from the 
current 446 to about 650. 

Karl Kruckeberg, director of 
the center, and local law 
enforcement officials hailed 
the proposed expansion as a 
boon for the area.
